LOST IN A CAVE. 


A Thrilling Story” From the Upper 
Section ot Berks*=A Student 
Loses His Light and is Im- 
prisoned in the -Bowels 
of the Earth—His 
Timely Rescues 


(From the Reading Eagle.) 

A correspondent, writing from Vir- 
ginsville, this county, says: While the 
proprietor of the Crystal ¢ave was en- 
gaged with a student. of Cornell Univer- 
rity, named Dixon, in examining one of 


the side chambers of the cavern for, roek. 


crystals, on Thursday they entered along 
narrow fissure terminating in a large, ir- 
regular chamber, where they Were soon 
busy in searching for the treasures.

A Great Velociepde Race ia England. 


(From the London Times.) 


On August 3 the race for the captaincy 
and sub-eaptaincy of the Middlesex 
Bioyele Club took place from Bath to Lon- 
don, adistance of 106 miles. The start 
was from the front of the abbey, and all 
the competitors were up to time. Mr. 
Sparrow (who accompunicd the race) 
started them at eight minutes past 5 
o'clock, and, owing to the great number 
of people assembled, there was some dif- 
ficulty in passing through the crowd. In 
a few minutes. however, they were out 
of the town, and the running was very 
sharpe. Walker and Tyne were leading, 
Some of the competitors had to dismount 
and walk up Box Hill, They all passed 
through Chippenham at the rate of four- 
teen miles an hour, and Caine (sixteen 
miles)was reached in one and a half hours. 
They passed through in the following or- 
der: Walker, Leaver Tyne, Percy, 
Goulding, Spencer, and Pearce. Nq 
stoppage was made yntil Marlborough 
was reached (thirty-two miles), Walker, 
Tyne and Leaver coming in together, the 
distance being got over in two and three- 
quarter hours. Spencer here passed 
Sparrow and Goulding. From Hart 
borough to Newbery (eighteen miles) 
Walker and Tyne led the way. At Hun- 
gerford, Goulding’s machine gave way 
through striking a large projecting stone 
while going down hill. After an attempt 
to repair it he got as far: as Thatcham, 
where he was compelled to take the train 
for London. 

Walker and Tyne performed the jour- 
ney from Bat to a (fifty miles) 
in 454 hours. Leaver and Percy were 
making good time as far as Woolhamp- 
ton, but soon after Leaver dropped be- 
hind, and was passed by Spencer at Read. 
ing. Walker soon after made, aspurt, 
and Tyne saw.no more of him, At'Twy- 
ford Spencer oyerhauled Percy, and ww A 
had a smart race as far as Colnbroo 
where Percy stopped to rest.. The arri- 
vals at the club-room at Kensington were 
as follows: Walker, 3:13; Tyne, 3:50; 
Spencer, 5:12; Perey, @:)8; Leaver, 7:35. 
Walker had been’ somewhat jaded at 
Hounslow, but, upon his arrival at the 
geal he started, aftera few minutes’ rest, 
to meet the remainder of the campetitors. 
The time made by Walker is one hour 
less than the fastest stage coach ever per- 
formed the journey from London to 
Bath in, and is also the best bieycle .trav- 
eling on record, the pace of the winner 
exceeding 1044 miles per hour, nA YP 
stoppages.

Through vbis tempest of fire how stood 
our own yoodly city of Atlantay How did 
our financial institations, mannfactories, 
mechanics and business men come out of the 
crisis? Nearly every bank and some of the 
most prominent mercantite houses in the 
older and wealthier citics of our state had 
suspended. With just pride may it be 
Btated that the panic caused not the fail- 
ure of a single prominent mercantile house 
in our city; thatour manufaciories were not 
stopped; that our banks never suspended, 
und that the eredit of our business meu 
stands to-day as high as thatof any city in 
the union. 

The meeting of the business men of this 
city, in this hall, just as the panie had com- 
menueed, did more than any one other thing 
to check the growing distrust, and to pre- 
vent the foolish run which had commenced 
on our banks. The daily mectings of the 
board of trade in this bail, when the banks 
of the west could not honor sight drafts 
with bills of lading attached on shipments, 
did more to restore confidence, and to cause 
business to resume its accustomed channels 
in thig entire section, than any other one in- 
fluence. 

The panic has passed. It has taught les- 
sous of economy, aud the various industries 
of our city are in w healthier condition than 
ever before, The area of country doing 
business with Atlanta has been extended, 
and our general trade has been more satis- 
factory forthe past year. 

An act has been passed by the Georgia 
levislature giving to the arbitration comanit- 
tee of the chamber of Commerce power to 
seitic any matter of pecuiiiary differences 
Which omy be submitted to them; to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, and to give 
to their award the same dignity as attaches 
to the judgment of the superior court. 
Should any such differenees unfortunately 
arise, the members of this chamber can have 
them settled without the cost and delays 
attendant upon the courts of the state. 

t has been impossible to get the members 
of the chamber to attend its regular month- 
ly meetings, which is to be regretted. I am, 
however, pleased to state that the daily 
meetings of the board of trade have been 
well attended, and have in many respects 
beew productive of much good. I respect- 
fiily suggest that the chamber of Commerce 
and board of trade be consolidated, and that 
Lhe meetings be daily. 

Chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade have been organized in almost every 
city and town of any importance in this 
country, and are at this day exerting a 
powerful influence on the business and 
iimauces Of the country. 

Whatever concerns trade comes within 
the sphere of their action. Questions of 
finance aud the progress of manufactories 
are pertinent subjects of discussion. 
Oryvunizations and meetings of business 
meu creates more kivdly feelings between 
tuem—givyes a proper direction and impetus 
to Commercial transactions, and promotes 
useful Knowledge concernipy trade and 
manufactories, and the laws which eontrol 
aud maintain tieir relations, 

Inacity so largely enterprising as_ this, 
our membership should be largely increased, 
and Lappeal to you, gentlemen, to render 
this association so useful in its Operations, 
aud so instructive in ils mectings as to at- 
tract every business man at Atlanta, and to 
make them feel that it is a necessity to be a 
member of thisboard. Then will our cham 
ber cf comme ce be comm neurate with the 
large and growiig interests of our city.

JENKINS BERLSED AND LETS HIS PRISONER GO, 
On the way to town the prisoner repeat- 
edly offered to Jenkins #25 in moneg to 
turn him loose. When the party got to the 
corporation line, Jenkins told the negroes 
with him to step back, that he wanted to 
talk with the prisoner privately. The two 
retired out, of sight into the woods, and 
when the Soys came upa few moments Ia- 
ter they found Jenkins with the rope in his 
hands, aml the prisoner gone. Some of the 
boys came tu the city and reported these 
facts. 


THE OLD NEGROSDYING,
